REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
During the telephonic interview of March 29, 2007, both the Examiner and Applicant's 
attorney Robert Glatz agreed that the 1 12 and 102 rejections would be overcome by 
amending the independent claims appropriately, with respect to "without synchronizing 
therebetween", to more clearly define the no synchronization between the core and the 
MUX connections, as currently incorporated by the amendment in the independent 
claims. 

The prior art of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, 
suggest or render obvious an apparatus and method for testing an integrated circuit 
device recited in the independent Claims 1 and 4, as currently amended, including 
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among other limitations, "between the MUX unit and the core block or between the MUX 
unit and the input side sub logic circuit." 

Independent Claims 3-16 and 20-21 recite similar limitations, "without 
synchronizing the output data between the output ports of the core block and the MUX 
unit". 

Consequently, Claims 1-24 are allowed over the prior art of record.
